Arizona immigration law Q&A 


Unless it is halted by a judge, Arizona’s new im- 
migration law is set to take effect July 29. 


What does the law do? 

The law essentially mandates that local govern- 
ments in Arizona enforce immigration laws. The 
provision that has received the most attention is 
the creation of a new state crime: failure to pos- 
sess proper immigration documents. 


What are police required to do under the law? 


TALKING POINTS 


“Deterring, investigating and solving serious and violent crimes are the 
department's top priorities, and it would be impossible for us to do our job 
without the collaboration and support of community members, including 
those who may be in the country unlawfully.”

If officers stop, detain or arrest people while en- 
forcing other laws or ordinances and reasonably 
suspect they are in the country illegally, officers 
have to try to determine their status. 


If police find that the people they’ve stopped are 
illegal immigrants, do the police have to arrest 
them? 

No. The law is silent on what police must do 
once they determine someone is in the country 


illegally.

ing a law enforcement reason to stop someone, to 
determine their immigration status if they sus- 
pect the person lacks proper documentation. 

‘Tuesday’s lawsuit follows several other chal- 
lenges, including ones by the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union and by an Arizona police officer who 
doesn’t want to enforce the statute. 


What else must police do under the law? 

Anyone arrested in Arizona cannot be released until 
police check with the federal government to deter- 
mine whether that person is in the country legally. 


Does the law require people who are legally in 
Arizona to carry “papers”? 

No. The law specifies that certain documents can 
be shown to police to demonstrate someone is 

in the country legally— any U.S. government ID 
that is issued only to legal residents.

With 17 slayings, Humboldt Park 
is hardest-hit community area

CeaseFire’s West Humboldt Park office used to hang a 
sign showing the number of days since the neighborhood’s 
most recent shooting—fatal or otherwise. 

But recently, as the shootings increased in frequency, 
workers for the anti-violence initiative stopped hanging 
the sign because they didn’t want it to add to the neigh- 
borhood’s bad luck, outreach worker Derrick House said. 

From January through June, the Humboldt Park com- 
munity area saw 17 homicides, all gunshot deaths, the 
most of any of Chicago’s 77 community areas, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

Citywide, 217 homicides were recorded for the first half 
of 2010, up from 204 during the same period in 2009, ac- 
cording to a RedEye analysis. Shootings and stabbings 
were up slightly compared with the first six months of 
2009, and the number of stranglings more than doubled 
from three in the first half of 2009 to seven in 2010, Red- 
Eye determined. 

There also was an increase in multiple homicide cases. 
There was one triple homicide in all of 2009, when three 
teenagers were shot to death in February in South Chica- 
go. In the first six months of 2010, there were four triple 
homicides and a shooting in Chicago Lawn in April killed 
five people. 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis acknowledged in a June 
news conference that “homicides continue to challenge” 
the police department. He blamed gang activity for the 
weekend of June 18, during which 54 people were shot and 
eight people were killed. 

House blamed a conflict within the Vice Lord gang for 
a rise in the number of shootings in the neighborhood 
where he lives and works. Humboldt Park’s 17 homi- 
cides is an increase from the Io it recorded in the first six 
months of 2009. 

“Tt can get worse,” House said. “But it can change.”

block of South Pulaski Road in South Lawndale. 

On May 19, a 30-year-old Chicago police officer was 

shot to death in the 300 block of East 85th Street in 
Chatham. One of the alleged assailants in the incident also 
was shot to death. 

On May 17, two men were found shot to death in a car 

in the 3100 block of West 48th Place in Brighton Park. 
A third man in the car, Andres Butron, right, died of asphyxia.

Aman wearing a skeleton mask and dark clothing broke into 
a Lakeview home early Tuesday morning and beat an 83-year- 
old architect with a baseball bat, police said. 

The victim was identified by police as Louis Rocah, a re- 
tired architect who teaches at the University of Illinois at 
Chicago and worked on the designs of several notable area 
buildings, including the distinctive Marina City towers. 

The silent alarm in Rocah’s home in the 3100 block of 
North Pine Grove Avenue was tripped sometime after 4 a.m., 
a police source said. The alarm company called the home, but 
either Rocah or his 80-year-old wife said nothing appeared 
to be wrong. 

Minutes later, a man barged into their bedroom swinging a 
bat. Rocah was reaching for the phone to call police when the 
intruder struck him in the head once with the bat and took 
his wallet, which contained cash and credit cards, police said. 

Rocah was treated at Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center and released several hours later. 

At about 10:15 a.m., a taxi pulled up to Rocah’s two-story 
gray stone home about half a block south of Belmont Avenue. 
Rocah, dressed in a blue robe and pajamas, got out with his 
wife. His head was wrapped in a white bandage. As news cam- 
eras approached, he raised his hands in front of his face and 
said, “No, no, no,” before being escorted into the home by a 
police officer. 

Police did not say how the man gained entry, but a neigh-

Prosecutor points to new DNA evidence in 2005 killing of two Zion girls

Lake County prosecutors said Tuesday they 
are taking a fresh look at the 2005 killing of 
two young girls in Zion in light of new DNA 
evidence that one lawyer says should clear the 
man charged. 

A lawyer for Jerry Hobbs, charged with 
the murder of his 8-year-old daughter and 
her 9-year old friend, told the Tribune that 


officials have matched DNA taken from the 
daughter to another man. 

Keith Grant, an assistant public defender 
in Lake County, said the evidence should free 
Hobbs. “Since we developed this profile, we 
have been confident that it leads to only one 
conclusion, and that is that our client is inno- 
cent,” Grant said. 

Prosecutors confirmed there had been a 


significant development in the case. 

“T will just tell you in general DNA had been 
found on one of our victims, Laura Hobbs,” 
said Jeff Pavletic, first assistant state’s attor- 
ney for Lake County. “We received a compari- 
son on June 25. That individual is in custody.” 

Pavletic said the DNA found on Laura 
Hobbs matched a man now in custody. 

“Since we became aware of this on June 25 


the task force has been mobilized,” Pavletic 
said. “We are looking at this case in light of 
this new development. We are interviewing 
new witnesses. We are reanalyzing every bit 
of evidence that is involved in this case.” 
Hobbs made a confession to the killings 
that he since has disavowed. The case has 
been controversial since a DNA profile devel- 
oped several years ago failed to match Hobbs. 
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New state rape kit 


law sets precedent

“Thousands of rape kits are not tested,” 
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Illinois has become the first state to require 
the testing of all DNA evidence gathered 
from sex crimes under a new law signed Tues- 
day by Gov. Pat Quinn. 

The law, which does not provide new fund- 
ing for the mandate, comes after a Tribune 
review found that many rape kits were being 
placed in police storage untested, depriving 
the state of opportunities to solves crimes and 
exonerate the wrongfully convicted. 

“Tt’s a landmark law,” said Sarah Tofte, a re- 
searcher with Human Rights Watch, which 
has advocated for the testing of rape kits 
nationwide. “It could make Illinois a terrific 
model for the rest of the country.” 


Quinn said. “That’s not acceptable.” 

Starting Oct. 1, police departments will be 
required to submit all DNA evidence from sex 
crimes to the state crime lab within 10 days of 
collecting it. The lab will have to analyze the 
evidence within six months, but only “if suffi- 
cient staffing and resources are available.” 

By Oct. 15, law enforcement agencies must 
provide the crime lab with an inventory of all 
untested rape kits in their storage facilities. 
Within four months, the crime lab must sub- 
mit to the Illinois attorney general and Gen- 
eral Assembly a timeline and budget for ana- 
lyzing the untested kits—a number estimated 
at more than 4,000. 
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Fire department OT 
cleaning out savings 


Soaring overtime pay to dozens of high-level Chicago 
Fire Department employees wiped out the savings 
Mayor Daley sought when he made them take unpaid 
days off, the city’s top watchdog reported Tuesday. 

Last year, 50 fire workers not covered by the union 
contract collected $311,180 in overtime—nearly 
17 times as much as they got in 2008, Inspector 
General Joseph Ferguson found. And if the pace for 
this year continues, those employees would be paid 
$765,175 in overtime, the report concluded. 

“The city appears to be hemorrhaging funds due 
to the liberal and comparatively standardless award 
of this ... overtime pay,” the report stated. “Moreover, 
there is a direct correlation between the 2009 spike in 
payment of overtime and the imposition of increased 
furlough days.” 

New Fire Commissioner Robert Hoff, who was the 
first deputy commissioner when he wrote a June 21 re- 
sponse letter to a draft of the report, attributed much 
of the overtime to manpower shortages. TRIBUNE

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Oil seeps 
into Gulf 
wetlands 


G BAY JIMMY, La. Summer storms are pushing 
oil from the BP spill in the Gulf of Mexico 
deeper into Louisiana’s wetlands and temporar- 
ily slowing efforts to contain damage. 

The storms also are responsible for washing 
oil into Lake Pontchartrain, which borders New 
Orleans, further polluting Mississippi’s beaches 
and halting tests on a supertanker adapted to 
skim large quantities of oil from the surface. 

Just the outer fringes of Hurricane Alex 
passed over the Louisiana coast last week, but it 
was enough to create unusually high water levels 
in the maze of islands and waterways that make 
up Louisiana’s wetlands. 

Since then, no systematic estimate of damage 
has been conducted but at Bay Jimmy, which sits 
about 10 miles inland from the Gulf’s open wa- 
ter, oil has soaked deeper into the roots of the 
salt grass and pushed about 1 mile farther into 
the bayous, witnesses said. 

“This is sticky, sticky, sticky,” said Emily 
Guidry Schatzel of the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion, scooping oil from under the surface of the 
water with a gloved hand. 

“As the tide gets higher, it is pushing more oil 
back up into the marsh and this means more 
marshes will die,” she said. 

The oil also is fouling the habitat of myriad 
small creatures that shelter in the islands of salt 
grass.

Bulls fans, are you panicking yet? Almost a 
week into free agency, and the Bulls remain 
empty-handed. 

Only LeBron James, Dwyane Wade and 
Chris Bosh ultimately know what their de- 
cisions will be. But there’s a growing sense 
James and Wade will re-sign with the Cava- 
liers and Heat, respectively, with Bosh the 
wild card. Emphasis on wild. 

About the only thing certain regard- 
ing Bosh is that he is seeking a six-year, 
$125 million contract, which can be 
achieved only via a sign-and-trade with 
the Raptors. Sources said an ESPN report 
stating the Raptors have told the Cavaliers 
they will sign-and-trade Bosh there if he

would pick Cleveland was overstated and 
that Bosh has little desire to land there. 

Also, even if the Bulls engineered a sign- 
and-trade with the Raptors, it would be 
surprising to see Wade or James accept a 
five-year, $96 million contract to join Bosh 
as a lower-paid player with the Bulls or 
Heat.

Such a lineup 
could force the hand of Wade, who has 
demanded significant talent upgrades to 
a roster currently featuring just Mario 
Chalmers and Michael Beasley.

Most all-star con- 
tests lean hard to- 
ward flash and away 
from substance. 

The Pro Bowl is 
less physical than 
flag football. The 
Globetrotters- 
inspired passes and 
dunks in the NBA 
All-Star Game are 
fun for about 
20 minutes, but I’ve 
seen cooking shows 
with more inten- 
sity. Same goes for 
hockey’s midseason 
showcase, where it’s uncouth to knock an 
opponent into next week. 

On the other hand, I appreciate that base- 
ball’s Midsummer Classic is the most serious 
of the four. The days of Pete Rose plowing 
into catchers are long gone, but the efforts 
still are sincere See: Torii Hunter stealing a 
homer from Barry Bonds, Nate McClouth 
gunning down Dioner Navarro at home in 
extra innings.) 

And since 2002’s infamous tie, baseball’s 
“exhibition” has become seriouser and 
seriouser. 

It started with commissioner Bud Selig’s 
awarding home-field advantage in the World 
Series to the league that wins the game. 
Then in April, MLB expanded the rosters to 
34 players, will prohibit pitchers who started 
the previous Sunday from throwing in the 
All-Star Game and will use the designated 
hitter universally. 

Yet all these tweaks tiptoe around a major 
rule that should be jettisoned: the fact that 
every team must be represented. 

It runs counter to an otherwise sound 
set of adjustments. Ifa team doesn’t have 
anyone good enough to be there, so be it. 

‘Teams with giant payrolls should be no 
exception. Matt Thornton, the Sox’s lone 
all-star, is having a fine year for a setup 
man. But if the American League needed a 
pitcher, why not take the L.A. Angels’ Jered 
Weaver (8-3, 2.82 ERA, 124 K’s)? And there’s 
a strong case for Kansas City’s Billy Butler 
(.320, 24 doubles, 42 RBIs) over Baltimore’s 
Ty Wigginton (246, 14 homers, 43 RBIs). 

Why reward borderline mediocrity in a 
game with World Series implications? The 
NBA, NFLand NHI make no such allow- 
ances. Why should baseball? 

As all-star games go, baseball’s stands 
apart. But leaving that outdated rule in place 
is like settling for a triple with no one cover- 
ing the plate.

Danica Patrick returns to 
Chicagoland Speedway— 
this time in her NASCAR ride 


Danica Patrick is increasingly comfortable 
with her car and crew and pleased with her 
reception by NASCAR fans. 

But as she prepares to visit Joliet this week- 
end for just the fifth NASCAR race of her ca- 
reer, the 28-year-old Roscoe, IIl., native’s stock 
car learning curve remains steep. 

“Tt is really challenging and hard,” said Pat- 
rick, who races at 7 p.m. Friday in the Dollar 
General 300 at Chicagoland Speedway. “For 
me, I’m comfortable in the car, it’s just that 
everything is so new that I don’t know how to 
deal with every situation [yet]. 

“I know there are fans watching and getting 
an impression of how I am running, and it’s 
hard because I want to do well.” 


Patrick has appeared in just four NASCAR 
races so far, with her best finish late last month 
at New Hampshire, when she rebounded from 
an early crash and still finished 30th. 

And while she’s been racing since age 12, 
joining NASCAR—even for an abbreviated 
season—has been something of a culture 
shock. 

“Everything was different, [even} the lan- 
guage and how you talk about the car,” Patrick 
said. “In IndyCar [for example] we talk about 
the cross weight off of the left front—which 
you can put weight on one corner of the car 
more than the other to help it turn or not 
turn. So we use the left front as the reference. 

“In NASCAR, they use the right front as

the reference, so when you're talking about 
adding cross weight, you’re actually talking 
about going to the right front rather than the 
left front. 

“Everything is quite opposite.” 

Patrick had exclusively driven on the Indy- 
Car circuit until this year. She signed a new 
deal with Andretti Autosports late last year 
and will drive her No. 7 GoDaddy.com Chev- 
rolet in 13 events in NASCAR's Nationwide 
Series in addition to her IndyCar schedule. 

She'll return to Joliet and IndyCar racing in 
August for the Peak Antifreeze and Motor Oil 
300. 

“T’ve always liked the track,” she said. “T 
think it’s produced a lot of good racing.”

Don’t worry if you can’t understand a lot of the 
words on “The Long Shadow of the Paper Tiger” (out 
July 20), the excellently groove-heavy new record 
from local dance-pop outfit Mahjongg. In fact singer- 
keyboardist-percussionist Hunter Husar says some 
of the lyrics aren’t words at all. The band often fits 
words to sounds, which is why it sometimes sounds 
like you'd have to sing, “Dabba do bee, ba dabba do 
bum” to sing along with Mahjongg. Or why the re- 
cord’s opening track is called “Gooble,” a joke in- 
spired by a song that Husar says sounds like “a turkey 


So somewhere between 1 percent and 10 percent of the lyrics are gibberish, and the 
members of the Humboldt Park-based group don’t even know how to play the game 
Mahjongg. That’s not to say the band or its members can’t get serious. Husar, who lives 
in Bridgeport, tutors at-risk youths in math at a Bronzeville charter school and often 
volunteers at the Co-Prosperity Sphere, a nonprofit Bridgeport art gallery. 


Husarr, 32, clarified the band’s 
mysterious background and its strange, 
potentially freaky dance parties. 


What to expect from the live show: 
“A frenetic, percussive, networked, laser light 
show-enhanced dance machine.” 


If that sounds scary: “Some people 

might get a little freaked out. It’s family 
friendly though.

The party is on, and Big Boi is your 
ringmaster. The smoother, less ec- 
centric member of Outkast deliv- 
ered a strong solo disc on his half of 
“Speakerboxx/The Love Below,” but 
no one would claim “Speakerboxx” 
saw the rapper go too far outside his 
comfort zone. He was still playing 
the Southern pimp with a variety of 
ways to reference sexual behavior 
in deeply charismatic, potentially 
misogynistic ways. On “Dusty,” his 
first proper solo record, Big Boi (born 
Antwan Andre Patton) resists getting 
bogged down in some of the grimier, 
less fun sounds on “Speakerboxx” 
while keeping heads nodding. The 
disc has a playfulness that would 
sound like scampering if Big Boi 
weren't so confidently laid back. A 
huge crop of producers, including 
Lil Jon and Outkast member Andre 
3000, trade off, as do guest vocal- 
ists T.l., Gucci Mane, Janelle Monae 
and George Clinton. Throughout, 
Big Boi's fierce flow is undeniable, 
and his authority is obvious on stuff 
like the swaggering “Back Up Plan,” 
frisky “Shutterbugg,” sexy “Turns Me 
On” and triumphant, horn-peppered 
“General Patton.” The last of this 
group is like a strut on wheels until it 
closes by defining a sexual term that 
essentially adds up to rape.

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Puppeteer puts 
a lot of ‘Heart’ in 
his newest work 


By Genevieve Diesing 
Blair Thomas, a local puppeteer, 
is a one-man band with a “Wizard 
of Oz” streak. His solo, 75-minute 
puppet show, “Hard Headed Heart,” 
features instruments (trumpet, toy 
piano, ukulele, puppets-as-percus- 
sion); large, illustrated paper story 
panels; and of course, hand-crafted 
puppets. The three stories of fated 
love are devised from a Garcia Lorca 
story (“The Puppet Play of Don 
Cristobal”), a New Orleans blues 
song (“St. James Infirmary”) and a 
morbid poem (“Thirteen Ways of 
Looking at a Blackbird”). 

There is little spoken word in 
the trio of plays, but you can expect 
to hear Thomas lay down musical 
tracks onstage with a digital tape 
loop. The founder of local theater 
company Blair Thomas & Co., who 
returned to his childhood pastime 
after exploring the actor’s theater 
for a decade, tells us why “Heart” 
means so much to him. 


You’ve toured around the world with these 
stories. What does Victory Gardens lend to 
the show? 

They lend a most marvelous, intimate little 
theater. Every seat is very present to the show. 
These three works are pieces I’ve been working 
on and off with for the past 12 years, and now | 
have the opportunity to do a run of them. 


What can audiences expect? 

It's very much watching a visual story unfold. 
An intriguing part of our set is these rolling 
paper scrolls we use as a backdrop. I'd never 
seen anyone else use this technique—it’s like 
primitive TV. [People may think], “OK, the scroll 
is turning, whoop de do.” But if you use the four 
of them, you can make this very benign pre- 
sentation magical. There are no tricks, no video 
projections, no digital thing that [I’m] doing up 
there, but all of a sudden you're like, “Wow, that’s 


just straight beauty.” 


Why puppetry and why these stories in 
particular? 

What’s great about puppetry is that it can take 
on all these serious things but with great fun 
and delight. This is the thing that’s exciting to 
me. The form itself is ridiculous. It’s silly, so the 
thing that makes it palpable is for you to have 
content. And love stories are relatable. Who 
can't relate to a love story, especially a love story 
gone wrong? 


What’s it like when you’re performing? 

I’m having a really good time, but I’m also 
employing a lot of my skills and knowledge. 
What | like about solo performing—and these 
shows in particular—is the opportunity to sur- 
prise the audience. So | employ a lot of devices 
to make live sound or effects while the show is

happening. It’s a one-man-band kind of event, 
so | have foot pedals and | have rigging ropes 
and things that pull and push, and costume 
trickery.
